Iaith sets before us the ideal 
that we should speak the truth 
and refrain from misleading or 
deceiving our fellows, It teaches 
us that we must not covet, steal 
or murder our fellows, that we 
should honor our parents, that 
is, leurn from and respect the @X- 
perience of the race and confine 
sex fulfillment within the bounds 
of marriage, 

Above all, it teaches us to be 
yoverned hy the high ethical 
ideals which originate with God, 
and never to allow human pas- 
sions and desires to contro! us. 
In other words, we are to wor- 
ship the one true God and not to 
allow the idols of our own ambi- 
tions and desires to take the 
place of Him, 

When men live by these ideals, 
they learn to be considerate of 
others. They come to sce that God 
is just as much interested in the 
welfare of all of us as in any one 
of us. Therefore, for any man to 
exploit or abuse a fellow human 
being is to transgress the will 
of God and to alienate himself 
from the society of people who 
are striving to be fair, honest, 
just, truthful, kind and consid- 
erate of one another. 

It is these latter characteris- 
tics which form the basis of free, 
self-government. Only if men ac- 
cept them as rules for their con- 
duct is there any possibility of 
attaining or retaining freedom. 
Only if the strong are governed 
by these ideals will they refrain 
from explditing the weak, and 
only if the latter and the common 
people in general adhere to these 
precepts will society attain suf- 
ficient stability, order and dis- 
cipline to make possible a self- 
governing community. Only if 
law, order and _ self-discipline 
prevail will men be able to devote 
themselves wholeheartedly to the 
constructive effort which leads to 
abundant production and satis- 
factory living conditions. 

The appearance of atheism 
among us, the decline of spiritual 
values, and the growth of ma- 
terialism marks the decline of 
our culture and warns that we 
are veverting to the master and 
slave relationship which has al- 
ways existed when men put their

Aids Displaced 
Persons 


More than 2,400 fam- 


ilies and 300 businesses 
in Alabama have benefited 
from the Highway Depart- 
ment’s program of assis- 
tance to property Owners 
displaced by highways, 

Under this ‘‘relocation 
costs’ program the De- 
partment pays the cost of 
moving personal property 
for those who have sold 
their land to the state for 
right-of-way, 

The service was autho- 
ized in 1965 by an admin- 
istration-sponsored legis- 
lative act. Total cost to 
date is $180,000 for mov- 
ing families and $315,000 
for businesses, 

The Highway Depart- 
ment also permits owners 
whose properties are tied 
up in court to withdraw

Resolved, that I will 
not start smoking cigare 
ettes, a habit which may 
be hard to break, and which 
may cost me my health 
and my life.”’ 

With youthful cigarette 
smokers increasing at the 
rate of more than | million 
a year, the Alabama Heart 
\ssociation today proposed 
the foregoing New Year’s 
resolution for the young 
people of this country. 

The Association pointed 
out that damage tothe heart 
and lungs begins early a- 
mong cigarette smokers, 
and that ti e is evidence 
to indicate young tissues 
are more severely affected! 
than old, 

“Before becoming ad- 
dicted to cigarettes,” said 
the Association, “‘the young 
person should know that a 
number of disorders -- 
among them heart attack, 
stroke, hypertensive heart 
disease, lung cancer, 
emphysema, chronic bron- 
chitis and peptic ulcer -- 
are triggered or agyra- 
vated by cigarettes,” 

“These and other cig- 
arette - associated dis- 
orders are responsible for 
more than 125,000 pre- 
mature deaths inthe United 
States each year, and are 
believed responsible for 
about 20 per cent of all 
time lost from business 
and industry,’ the As- 
sociation added, 

Cigarette smoking isnot 
only costly to health but to 
the pocketbook as well, the 
Association said, pointing 
out that the expense for the 
first ten years of smoking 
may well exceed $3,000-.- 
almost enough to finance 
one year of a college ed- 
ucation,

American soybeans are fail- 
ing to compete on major world 
markets, experts warn. As a 
result, soybean growers may 
lose important export markets 
that could account for 420 mil- 
lion bushels of U.S. soybeans 
exported as oil, meal or beans. 


The problem is a serious lack 
of price flexibility, says the 
Soybean Council of America, 
an association comprised of 
both growers and processors, 


Council President Glenn Po- 
geler says U.S. soybeans are 
having difficulty competing 
with foreign pilesed crops, 
Prices of U.S. soybeans have 
been too high to world buyers. 
World demand for fats and oils 
in cash markets is being largely 
filled by foreign products that 
sell below prices possible for 


U.S. soybeans and soybean 
products, he says, 


Pogeler calls for restoring 
price flexibility to allow U.S. 
soybeans to react competitively 
to world market conditions, In- 
creases in soybean oil ship- 
ments through Food for Peace 

rograms, and the offering of 
ong-term credit to foreign soy- 
bean oil buyers are steps in the 
right direction, Pogeler says. 


The long-term solution is for 
U.S. growers to greatly in- 
crease production efficiency by 
increasing yields per acre, per- 
mitting added return from 
lower-priced soybeans. Pogeler 
anys ample markets are ayail- 
able for this year’s record bil- 
lion-bushel U.S, soybean crop— 
if prices can be restored to com- 
petitive levels.

Ne went to see an expanse 
sion hog program in 
another county and later 


asked Danion to come down f 


from Auburn to advise, 

“It was clear sailing 
after that,’’ said Speed, ‘‘in 
just a few months the Wae 
ters parnership was inhigh 
gear with their expansion 
program,”’ 

Right now the father-son 
team is farrowing 20 sows 
every three months, After 
they get a little experience 
under their belts, they plan 
to farrow sows every two 
months -- increasing pig 
Output about 50 per cent. 

Pigs are keptinthe nur- 
sery unit for several days 
after weaning, before 
transferring to the feeder 
pens. There are 12 feeding 
pens that hold 20 pigs each 
until market weight of 200 
pounds. 

The entire house has 
concrete floors that slope 
one-half inch per foot to 
the back. This allows body 
wastes to he washed into 
a concrete drain and 
flushed into a logoon lo- 
cated nearby. The floors 
are hosed down twice a 
day. 

“Tt takes no more than 
two hours a day to look 
after the sows, pigs and 
feeder hogs,’’ says Waters, 
‘Right now Walter works 
at the post office in Dale- 
ville, but he hopes to de- 
vote full time to our hog 


expansion when we get 
really well. 
“We are completely 


sold on this hog program, 
We sold 16 hogs in August. 


for 22 cents a pound that 


were farrowed and fed out 
in our new building. They 
were five months and 10 
days old and averaged 
weighing 200 pounds each,”’ 
Waters added that they 
expected to increase num- 
ber of pigs weaned to 10 
or more in the new setup, 
‘*’ve always raised hogs,’ 
added Waters, ‘‘and I’ve 
had them to farrow in pas- 
tures, woods and other un- 
sheltered places and we 
did well to wean five or 
six pigs per litter.”’ 
Waters’ expansion pro- 
gram includes five one-half 
acre lots that are fenced 
and sodded with hermuda- 
grass, Sows are put into 
these lots about five days 
before farrowing and 
washed down hefore going 
into the farrowing pens, 
Each sodded pen has 2 
feeding and watering stall, 
A gate opens into a sere 
vice alley that is fenced 
to the farrowing house, 
Sows can he herded easily 
from one place to another 
for farrowing or breeding, 
Boars are kept in in- 
dividual one - fourth acre 
pens that also open into 
the fenced alley. The alley 
is also used for bringing 
feed to the sows and boars, 
Records and score 
cards are kept on each 
sow and her pigs, Poor 
producers are culled after 
each farrowing, if nec- 
essary to upgrade the herd, 
Speed says the Waters 
partnership is using good 
breeding stock -- regis- 
tered Landrace and Hamp- 
shire boars crossed with 
spotted sows and Hamp- 
shire gilts,

Hog Farm Expansion 


Plans Questioned 


When should a hog farm- 
er‘ expand his operation? 

Hog prices in recent 
months have undoubtedly 
prompted many producers 
to consider increasing 
their operations, But the 
answer to this question lies 
in the producer’s present 
setup and the type of man- 
agement job he is doing. 

Before expanding your 
hog program ask yourself 
these questions; 

1, Is my operation free 
of parasite and disease 
problems? 

2. Do I wean an average 
of at least eight pigs a 
litter? 

3. Do my market hogs 
average 200 pounds at less 
than 170 days old? 


4, Do I produce 100 
pounds of pork on 350 
pounds or less of feed? 


5. Do at least 50 percent 
of my market hogs grade 
USDA No, 1’s? 

6, Can I handle a larger 
swine operation with pre- 
sent management skills? 

If no is the answer to 
most of these questions, 
you may benefit more by 
improving your present 
operation, rather than ine 
creasing the size of it, 

Making better use of 
facilities, and improving 
work routines and manage- 
ment may produce adequate 
income within the limits of 
your present operation. 
Other farm buildings may 
also be adapted to hog 
raising with minimum im- 
provements, 

The production system 
an operator chooses de- 
pends upon his management 
ability, financial position 
and the importance of hogs 
prices on the farm.
